critic hits said, the bribed vo ter co uld bring 
away the o fficial ballo t with him as pro o f that 
he had vo ted the uno fficial o ne. 
There is no o ccasio n fo r an extended re­ 
view o f Mr. Linso n’» speech. 
M e wish vo t­ 
ers o f the fo urteenth district to no te the fact 
that he Inis lx-en selected by David B. Hill as 
his agent. 
There o re o ther Demo crats in the 
Senate who co uld have do ne 
the 
wo rk 
equally well, but Mr. Linso n had 
to Ik* 
punished fo r daring to be his o wn man 
o ne year ago . 
Hill has crammed Lfnso n's

But Hill has 
used his o fficial and po litical po wer to crush 
and humiliate Linto n, hence the spectacle in 
the Senate yesterday which has bro ught the 
blush o f shame to every ho nest and manly 
man amo ng Linso n’s co nstituents. Let us say 
o ne wo rd in ho no r o f o ur Senato r, ho wever. 
11c co uld no t pass the final test o f subserviency. 
When the vo te was taken o n the final passage 
o f the bill his vo ice was silent. 
He co uld 
utter Hill’s speeches o n the flo o r, but he co uld 
no t vo te against his co nvictio ns. 
The bill 
passed, 18 to 11, a strict party vo te, Messrs. 
liewis and Raines, Republicans, and Linso n, 
Demo crat, no t vo ting. 
The bill no w go es to the Go verno r. 
He 
has given no tice thro ugh his lieutenants in 
the Legislature that he canno t appro ve it. 
This is o ne o f the bills, to prevent which 
fro m

begun, 
Lieutenant 
Go verno r Jo nes set parliamentary law at de­ 
fiance and eternally disho no red himself. The 
disgraceful tactics have availed no thing, and 
the Go verno r finds that he must “ face the 
music.” 
What will he do with it? 
He can­ 
no t reiterate the o bjectio ns presented in the 
bill o f last year, fo r these have been careful­ 
ly avo ided. 
He can rack his brain fo r new 
o bjectio ns—o r he can allo w the bill to be­ 
co me a law witho ut his signature. 


HIGH LICLNSE ONCE MORE. 


The high license bill, which is the Excise 
Co mmissio n bill so amended that the Co m­ 
missio n hardly rememliers it, passed the Sen* 
ate last night, and will pro bably be in the 
Go verno r’s hands to -day. 
This is the o ther 
bill that Jo nes tried to stifle by strangling the 
Senate and ho lding a levee o ver the suppo sed 
co rpse. 
Go v. Hill did no t want it to reach 
him till within the last ten days o f the ses­ 
sio n, in o rder that he might lay it o ut co ld 
with a po cket veto . 
He has been beaten o n 
this bill as badly as o n the o ne fo r ballo t re­ 
fo rm. 
No w what will lie do with it ? 
The creatio n o f the Excise Co mmissio n 
was by the Go verno r’s suggestio n. 
It was a 
device to let him “ do wn ea sy’’ when he 
fo und the Cro sby high license bill in his 
hands and the state clamo ring fo r its ap­ 
pro val. 
He veto ed the bid, and the Legisla­ 
ture gave him the Co mmissio n that he asked. 
N o w its wo rk is befo re him, and his dilemma 
is wo rse than o ne year ago , fo r the bill 
much 
less 
stringent 
in 
its 
pro visio ns 
than 
the 
Cro sby 
bill. 
If 
he ve­ 
to es 
it, 
then 
he 
admits 
that he 
us under o ath to the rum po wer to refuse his 
sanctio n to any bill that trenches upo n their 
privileges, and hence that it is useless fo r the 
Legislature to pass bills lo o king to that o b­ 
ject. 
He canno t a seco nd time do dge behind 
a pro po sal fo r a Co mmissio n. 
Mr. Hill wo uld sign the bill very gladly if 
the brewers and salo o n keepers wo uld co n­ 
sent. 
W e fear they will no t co nsent. 


THE BEER POWER. 


The co ntributio n o f Ho n. E. II. Cro sby to 
The Forum, which we co py in ano ther place, 
makes very clear and simple the secret o f the 
po wer o f beer in po litics. 
This po wer is 
co ncentrated in the hands o f a few brewers, 
who are co mpactly o rganized with the single 
o bject in view o f taking po ssessio n o f the 
go vernment o f the state and ho lding it. 
In 
o ne city it is stated that two brewers fho ld 
chattel mo rtgages upo n the fixtures o f 808 
salo o ns, the liens amo unting in value to 
$752,000. 
These two brewers co ntro l the 
vo te o f every salo o n-keeper thus mo rtgaged, 
to gether with tho se o f his bar tenders and 
o ther emplo yes and the bulk o f his custo mers. 
If the aggregate is o nly 50 vo tes fo r each sa- 
lo o n, then these tw« brewers co ntro l 40,000 
yo tes. Is it any wo nder that an unscrupulo us 


po litician like David B. Hill bo ws to this 
po wer, o r that he is willing to reco gnize it by 
placing a brewer at the bead o f the Demo ­ 
cratic ticket next fall, and hy keeping ano ther 
brewers name co nstantly befo re the state as 
i>is cho ice fo r Go verno r in 189 1 ? 
Mr, Cro sby tells ho w Ashbel P. Fitch was 
sent to Co ngress fo r two terms. 
He go t the 
Republican no minatio n in 1886, and the 
brewers, who se atto rney he was, elected him 
But they co mpelled him to vo te 
fo r 
the 
Mills bill, and the Republican disguise was 
stripped o ff. 
Then they gave him the Dem ­ 
o cratic no minatio n and elected him again. In 
this pro cess o f passing him aro und fro m 
party to party he may bring up in the Pro hi­ 
bitio n camp at the next electio n, but he is the 
brewers’ man all the time, and they have the 
strength to elect him in the district which he 
represents. 
He w ill vo te fo r free trade o r 
pro tectio n as best appears to suit the>r inter­ 
est fro m time to time. 
He will pro bably vo le 
fo r Pro hibitio n when the alternative is high 
license. 
These brewers and their aeents are 
“ all things to all men,” that the po wer o f 
beer may be saved. 
Mr. Cro sby’s remedy fo r this state o f things 
is a simple o ne, nud within the reach o f the 
fifty-first Co ngress. 
It is simply to remo ve 
the duty fro m fo reign beer, which is no w 
$»> 40 per barrel in bulk and $11.20 per bar­ 
rel in bo ttles. Since the brewers are fo r free 
trade in everything else, let them have free 
trade in beer. 
This wo uld clo se o r serio usly 
cripple every brewery in the co untry, and 
drive beer o ut o f po litcs.

T h e ir 
P rincip le» —T h e ir 
R ep rese nta tive — 
W h y He S up p orted th e Mill» B ill. 
[From th e Forum.J 
The brewers deserve special no tice. 
Their 
immense wealth gives them o ppo rtunities fo r 
who lesale bribery. They raise eno rmo us funds 
fo r use in all canvasses in which the temper­ 
ance issue is raised. 
But the brewers have a 
greater po wer lhan 
mere 
riches. 
Each 
brewery has a large number o f beer sho ps 
under its direct co ntro l. 
They select men o f 
straw, pro vide the mo ney to establish them 
in business, and take liack chattel mo rtgages 
o n the salo o n fixtures. 
They thus gain ab 
so lute po ssessio n o f the mo rtgager, bo dy and 
so ul, and he fo llo ws Iheir directio ns in po li 
tics. 
One firm o f brewers in a leading city 
ho lds 
600 
chattel 
mo rtgages 
o f 
this 
kind, 
aggregating 
$810,134 
in 
value, 
Ano ther 
has 
208, 
valued 
at 
$442,063 
We can see in a mo ment the co ncentratio n o f 
po wer which such a system affo rds. 
The sa­ 
lo o ns in o rder to rule must co mbine, and here 
is a plan o f co mbinatio n already pro vided. 
Oue example will sho w ho w this po wer is 
used. 
Two years ago the brewers in a stro ng 
Demo cratic district determined to send an at 
to mey o f theirs, Mr. A. P. Fitch, to Co n­ 
gress. 
They secured the Republican no mina­ 
tio n fo r him. 
The Demo cratic bar ro o ms 
were o rdered to suppo rt him, and lie was 
elected. 
While serving his term in Co ngres 
the Mills bill, leaning to ward free trade, came 
up fo r co nsidesatio n. 
The brewers were in 
favo r o f reducing the surplus in this way, as 
they desired the internal revenue to icmain 
unto uched. 
Mr. Fitch left his party and 
vo ted fertile Mills bill. 
The brewers turned 
to , o btained the Demo cratic no minatio n fo r 
him, and elected him again in ihe same dis­ 
trict. 
It is high time that these brewers were 
bro ught to their senses. 
There has lieeu a 
tendency o n the par t o f temperance advo cates 
to treat beer favo rably, in view o f its co mpar­ 
ative harmlessness, but fro m a po litical po int 
o f view the beer peo ple are much mo re harm 
ful than the whisky peo ple, fo r the fo rmer 
have greater wealth and stro nger o rganiza­ 
tio n. 
Unless they take a different co urse, 
they canno t expect hereafter to have discrim­ 
inatio ns made in their favo r. 
They must 
cease using their chattel mo rtgages as po liti 
cal mercenaries. 
If the btewers co ntinue to 
manipulate electio ns in this way. law s sho uld 
Ik* passed making all chattel mo rtgages o n sa­ 
lo o n fixtures nuil and vo id. 
Mr. Fitch's 
co urse 
in 
Co ngress 
suggests 
ano ther 
legal metho d o f attacking 
the 
brewers. 
They sustain the internal revenue system 
because it ketqis o thers fro m co mpeting with 
their mo no po ly, and i Iso because they buy 
their revenue stamps at who lesale at 7 | per 
cent disco unt and charge them to their cus­ 
to mers at par. One well kno wn firm is said to 
make $28,000 a year by this arrangement. In 
their effo rt to preserve the internal revenue, 
the brewers suppo rt tariff reductio n and even 
free trade, but o nly in so far as it do es no t 
injure them. 
Mr. Fitch made a speech iu 
favo r o f the Mills bill, but there is no t o ne 
wo rd in it suggesting that beer sho uld go o n 
the free list. The truth is that the beer indus­ 
try is highly pro tected by the present tariff. 
Our native beer ts so ld here at fro m $6 to $8 
u barrel. 
The duty 
o n 
fo reign 
beer 
is 
$6.40 a barrel in bulk and $11.20 in bo ttles. 
If this duty were remo ved, fo reign beer co uld 
be so ld as cheaply us o ur o wn, while no w it 
co sts fro m $14 to $16 in bulk. Such a change 
w’o uld clo se o r serio usly impair every brew­ 
ery in the co untry, witho ut materially d i­ 
minishing the retail price. 
Co ngress sho uld 
take this matter in hand 
The brewers like 
free trade fo r o ther peo ple. Let us give them 
a little o f their o wn medicine. 
If they insist 
upo n grasping the go vernment o f o ur cities 
and states, we must rap their knuckles until 
they lo o sen their ho ld.

RALLOT REFORM AND UNSON. 


The Saxton Ballot Reform bill passed the 
Senate yesterday, and now goes to the Gov­ 
ernor. 
Senator Linson. who supported a bill 
precisely similar last year, made the princi­ 
pal speech in opposition. 
Mr. Linson was a 
Cleveland Democrat in 1888 and didn't care 
the snap of a finger for David B. Hill, but 
liter events have compelled him to change 
bosses. 
There is no reason to doubt the sin­ 
cerity of his desire for some kind of ballot re 
form, for he can undoubtedly join with an­ 
other Democrat of some local reputation in 
bis district in testifying that Democratic 
votes have recently gone up from $1 to $20 
apiece. 
The people of the fourteenth Sen­ 
atorial district had until the present session 
felt 
an 
honorable 
pride 
in 
the 
manly independence of Mr. Linson in deal 
mg with questions of a non purtban nature 
like this one of ballot reform. 
It mortifies 
and humilates them to see him serving as the 
humble and obsequious slave of David B. 
Hill. 
Mr. Linson in his speech admitted that the 
Saxton bill was perfect with the exception of 
the provision for an official ballot. 
This 
thought is not original with him, for it was 
Mr. Hill's stock argument in his veto last 
year. 
Mr. Linson made the admission that 
he had conferred with the Governor on this 
point, and that in declaring the provision un­ 
necessary and absurd he only reflected the 
Governor’s 
views. 
This 
is 
the 
vital 
feature 
of 
the 
bill. 
W ithout 
it 
there 
could 
be 
no 
reform 
at 
all. 
and Senator 
Linson 
knows it as well as 
Mr. Hill. 
The Governor wants both official 
and unofficial ballots, and would give the 
voter the privilege of bringing his unofficial 
bdlot, already fixed for him by the vote 
buyer, to the polling liootb. 
This would be 
an aid to bribery instead of a toil, for, as one 
critic hits said, the bribed voter could bring 
aw ay the official ballot with him as proof that 
he had voted the unofficial one. 
There is no occasion for an extended re­ 
view of Mr. Linson’» speech. 
W e w ish vot 
ers of the fourteenth district to note the fact 
that lie has been selected by David B. Hill as 
his agent. 
There are other Democrats in the 
Senate who could have done 
the 
work 
equally well, but Mr. Linson had 
to lie 
punished for daring to be his own man 
one year ago. 
Hill has crammed Linson's 
reform 
words of 
last 
year 
down 
his 
throat. 
He 
has 
made 
hÍ3 humiliation 
complete and bitter. 
Let no man believe 
that Mr. Linson feels flattered in being chosen 
to speak for the Governor in the Senate. Lin­ 
son i» no such man. 
He has more manhood, 
more character, more integrity, more brains 
than a hundred men like Hill. 
He had 
drawn the adm iring gaze of the whole statt 
t (wards himself last year, and had entered 
upon a career that would soon have brought 
him to the front of his party. 
But Hill has 
use l his official and political power to crush 
and humiliate Lin»on, hence the spectacle in 
the Senate yesterday which lias brought the 
blush of shame to every honest and manly 
man among Linson's constituents. Let us say 
one word in honor of our Senator, however. 
He could not pass the final test of subserviency 
When the vote was taken on the final passage 
of the bill his voice was silent. 
He could 
utter Hill’s speeches on the floor, but he could 
not vote against his convictions. 
The bill 
passed, 18 to 11, a strict party vote, Messrs. 
I^ewis and Raines, Republicans, and Linson, 
Democrat, not voting. 
The bill now goes to the Governor. 
He 
has given notice through his lieutenants in 
the Legislature that he cannot approve it 
This is one of the bills, to prevent which 
from 
reaching the 
Governor 
until 
the 
ten-day 
limit 
had 
begun, 
Lieutenant 
Governor Jones set parliamentary law at de­ 
fiance and eternally dishonored himself. The 
disgraceful tactics have availed nothing, and 
the Governor finds that lie m ust “ face the 
m usic.” 
W hat will he do with it? 
He can­ 
not reiterate the objections presented in the 
bill of last year, for these have been careful­ 
ly avoided. 
He can rack his brain for new 
objections—or he can allow the bill to be­ 
come a law without his signature. 


politician like David B. Hill bows to this 
power, or that be Is willing to recognize it by 
placing a brewer at the bead of the Demo­ 
cratic ticket next fall, und by keeping another 
brewers name constantly before the state as 
bis .choice for Governor in 1891 ? 
Mr, Crosby tells how Ashbel P. Fitch was 
sent to Congress for two terms. 
He got the 
Republican nomination in 1886, and the 
brewers, whose attorney he was, elected him

for Prohibition when the alternative is high 
license. 
These brewers and their atrents are 
“ all things to all raeD ,” that the power of 
beer may be saved. 
Mr. Crosby’s remedy for this state of things 
is a simple one, nnd within the reach of the 
fifty-first Congress. 
It is simply to remove 
the duty from foreign beer, which is now 
$*i.40 per 1>arrel in bulk and $11.20 per bar­ 
rel in bottles. Since the brewers are for free 
trade in everything else, let them have free- 
trade in beer. 
This would close or seriously 
cripple every brewery in the country, and 
drive beer out of polites. 


HIGH LICENSE ONCE MORE. 


The high license bill, which is the Excise 
Commission bill so amended that the Com 
mission hardly reraeml)ers it, passed the Sen 
ate last night, and will probably be in the 
Governor’s hands to-day. 
This is the other 
bill that Jones tried to stifle by strangling the 
Henate and holding a levee over the supposed 
corpse. 
Gov. Hill did not want it to reach 
him till within the last ten days of the ses 
sion, in order that he might lay it out cold 
with a pocket veto. 
He has been l>eateD on 
this bill as badly as on the one for ballot rc 
form. 
Now what will he do with it ? 
The creation of the Excise Commission 
was by the Governor’s suggestion. 
It wns 
device to let him “ down easy” when he 
found the Crosby high license bill in his 
hands and the state clam oring for its ap­ 
proval. 
He vetoed the bill, and the Legisla­ 
ture gave him the Commission that he asked. 
Now its work is before him, and his dilemma 
is worse than one year ago, for the bill is

THE BEER POWER. 


The contribution of Hon. E. II. Crosby to 
The Forum, which we copy in another place, 
makes very clear and simple the secret of the 
power of beer in politics. 
This power is 
concentrated in the hands of a few brewers, 
who are compactly organized with the single 
object in view of taking possession of the 
government of the state and holding it. 
In 
one city it is stated that two brewers [hold 
chattel mortgages upon the fixtures of 808 
saloons, the liens amounting in value to 
$752,000. 
These two brewers control the 
vote of every saloon-keeper thus mortgaged, 
together with those of his bar tenders and 
other employes and the bulk of his customers. 
If the aggregate is only 50 voles for each sa- 


Io o d , then these tw# brewers control 40,000 
yoles. Is it any wonder that an unscrupulous

We can see in a moment the concentration of 
power which such a system affords.

Two years ago the brewers in a strong 
Democratic district determined to send an at 
torney of theirs, Mr. A. P. Fitch, to Con 
gross. 
They secured the Republican nomina 
tion for him. 
The Democratic bar-rooms 
were ordered to support him. and he was 
elected. 
While serving his term in Congrí 
the Mills bill, leaning toward free trade, came 
up for considewtion. 
The brewers were in 
favor of reducing the surplus in this way, as 
they desired the internal revenue to remain 
untouched. 
Mr. Fitch left his party and 
voted for the Mills bill. 
The brewers turned 
to, obtained the Democratic nomination for 
him, and elected him again in the same dis 
trict. 
It is high time that these brewers were 
brought to their senses. 
There lias lieen a 
tendency on the part ot temperance advocates 
to treat beer favorably, in view of its com par­ 
ative harmlessness, but from a political point 
of view the beer people are much more harm 
ful than the whisky people, for the form er 
have greater wealth and stronger organiza 
lion. 
Uuless they take a different course, 
they cannot expect hereafter to have discrim 
¡nations made in their favor. 
They must 
cease using their chattel mortgages as politi 
cal mercenaries, 
if the brewers continue to 
manipúlate elections in this way. laws should 
l»e passed making all chattel mortgages ou sa 
loon fixtures null und void. 
Mr. Fitch's 
course 
in 
Congress 
suggests 
another 
legal method of attacking 
the 
brewers. 
They sustain the internal revenue system 
because it kee|>s others from competing with 
their monopoly, and i Iso because they buy 
their revenue stumps at wholesale at 
per 
cent discount and charge them to their cus 
tomers at par. One well-know n firm is said to 
make $28.000 a year by this arrangement. In 
their effort to preserve the internal revenue, 
the brewers support tariff reduction andeveu 
free trade, but only in so far as it does not 
injure them. 
Mr. Fitch made a speech iu 
favor of the Mills bill, but there is not one 
word in it suggesting that beer should go on 
the free list. The truth is that the beer indus­ 
try is highly protected by the present tariff 
Our native beer is sold here at from $6 to $8 
a barrel. 
The duty on 
foreign 
beer 
$6.40 a barrel in bulk and $11.20 in bottles 
If this duty were removed, foreign lieer could 
be sold as cheaply us our own, while now it 
costs from $14 to $16 in bulk. Such a change 
would close or seriously im pair every brew 
cry in the country, without materially di 
mtnishing the retail price. 
Congress should 
take this matter in hand 
The brewers like 
free trade for other people. Let us give them 
a little of their own medicine. 
If they insist 
upon grasping the government of our cities 
and stntes, we must rap their knuckles until 
they loosen their hold.

The tank on the wagon also exploded and 
the horse* were killed instantly and burned 
to a crisp. The force of the explosion 
blew pieces of the tank several blocks.

HALLOT REFORM AND UNSON. 


Tile Saxton Ballot Reform bill passed the 
Senate yesterday, and now goes to the Gov 
ernor. 
Senator Linton, who supported a bill 
precisely similar last year, made the priori 
pil speech in opposition. 
Mr. Linson was a 
Cleveland Democrat in 18*8 and didn't rare 
the snap of a finger for David B. Hill, but 
l iter events have compelled him to change 
bosses. 
There is no reason to doubt the sin 
eerily of his desire for some kind of ballot re 
form, for he can undoubtedly join with an 
other Democrat of some local reputation in 
his district in testifying that lX-mocraiie 
votes have recently gone up from #1 to $25 
apiece. 
The people of the fourteenth Sen 
atocia) district had until the present session 
felt 
an 
honorable 
pride 
in 
the 
manly independence of Mr. Linson in deal­ 
ing with questions of a non-partban nature 
like this one of ballot reform. 
It mortifies 
and Inundates them to see him serving as the 
humble and obsequious slave of David B 
Hill. 
Mr. Linson in his speech admitted that the 
Saxton bill was perfect with the exception of 
the provision for an official ballot. 
This 
thought is not original with him, for it was 
Mr. Hill s stork argument in his veto last 
year.

ers of the fourteenth district to note the fact 
that he has Ism selected by David B. Hill as 
his agent.

The high license bill, which is the Excise 
Commission bill so amended that the Com 
mission hardly rem ends-rn it, passed the Heir 
ate last night, and will probably lie in the 
Governor's bands to-day. 
This is the other 
bill that Jones tried to stifle by strangling the 
Henate and holding a levee over the supposed 
corpse. 
Gov. Hill did not want it to reach 
bim (ill within the last ten days of the ses­ 
sion. in order that he might lay It out cold 
with a pocket veto. 
lie has been lieaten ob 
this bill as badly as on the one for laillot re­ 
form. 
Now what will he do with it f 
The creation of the Excise Commission 
was by the Governor’* suggestion. 
It was a 
device to let him *' down easy ” when he 
found the Crosby high license bill in his 
hands and the state clamoring for its ap­ 
proval. 
He vetoed the bbl, and the Legisla­ 
ture gave bim the Commission lint he asked. 
Now its work is before him, and his dilemma 
Is worse than one year ago, for the bill

us under oath to the rum power to refuse his 
function to any bill that trenches upon their 
privileges, and hence that It Is useless for the 
Legislature lo pass bills looking to that ob­ 
ject. 
Ile cannot a second time dodge behind 
a proposal for a Commission. 
Mr. Hill would sign the bill very gladly if 
the brewers and saloon keepers would con­ 
sent. 
We fear they will not consent. 


THE BEER POWER. 


The contribution of Hon. E. II. Crosby to 
The Forum, which we copy in another place, 
makes very clear and simple the aecret of tile 
power of beer In politic*. 
This power is 
concentrated in the hands of a few brewers, 
who are compactly organized with the single 
obji*ct in view of taking possession of the 
government of the state and holding it. 
In 
one city it is stated that two brewers J boid 
chattel mortgages upon the fixtures of SOS 
saloons, the liens amounting in value to 
$752,000. 
These two brewers control the 
rote of every saloon keeper thus mortgaged, 
together with those of his bar tenders and 
other employes and the bulk of his customer*. 
If the aggregate la only 50 vote* for each sa­ 
loon, then these two brewer* control 40,000 
rotes. Is it any wonder that an unscrupulous 


politician like David B. Hill bow* to this 
power, or that be la willing to recognize it by 
placing a brewer at the bead of the Demo­ 
cratic ticket next fall, and hy keeping another 
brewer * name constantly before the state as 
pis .choice for Governor in 1891 ? 
Mr, Crosby tells how Ashbel P. Fitch was 
sent to Congress for two terras. 
He got the 
Republican nomination in INNfl. and the 
brewers, whose attorney he wa9, elected him 
But they compelled him to vote for the 
Mills bill, and the Republican disguise was 
stripped off. 
Then they gave him the Dem­ 
ocratic nomination and elected him again. In 
this process of poesing him around from 
party to party he may bring up in the Prohi­ 
bition camp at the next election, but he is the 
brewers’ man all the time, aud they have the 
strength to elect him in the district which he 
represents. 
He will vote for free trade or 
protection as best appears to suit their inter­ 
est from time to time. 
He will probably vote 
for Prohibition when the alternative t* high 
Meeme. 
These brewers and their agents are 
“ all things to all men,” that the power of 
beer may be saved. 
Mr. Crosby’s remedy for this si ate of things 
is a simple one, mid within the reach of the 
fifty-first Congress. 
It is simply to remove 
the duty from foreign beer, which is now 
$IS 40 ja r liarrel in bulk and $11.20 per bar­ 
rel in bottles. Since the brewers are for free 
trade iu everything else, let them have free- 
trade in beer. 
This would close or seriously 
(Tipple every brewery in the country, and 
drive beer out of politcs.
